As follows Is a summary of an address given by Major General Edwin Walker on 
October 8, 1966 In a meeting room of tho Valley Bank of Florissant, Missouri, 
There were about three hundred people present at this meeting, each of whoa 
paid $1,50 admission. ■ v 


in his opening remarks. Walker attacked the National news media making 
frequent reference to his libel suit pending aginst the various news- 
papers carrying a press association story his part' in the Oxford, 
Mississippi violence of two years ago. He included mention of the St. ‘ 
Louis Post-Pi snatch as one of the defendants'. - 

He then went on to say that there is only one political party in this 
country, end a control unit at the top controls both political parties. 
Thereafter he characterized the United States Government as a dictatorship 
or a monarchy. Be then went on to say that the American public is deceived 
about everything. 



Thereafter he deplored the fact that elected officials make military decisions. 
Had they listened to tb© chiefs of staff who are the military men there would 
have been no Castro in Cuba, nor wMM there be the Viet Nam Crisis, if 
there were no Castro in Cuba. The President and our foreign policy ere neut- 
ralised by a Common 1st Cuba. 

He then launched Into a discussion of a letter called “Indescribable & In - 
defensible ." sent August *», 1966 to the chief of staff of the United States 
Army.

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Informants report set forth herein exactly as received except for 
corrections in spelling and grammar: 

March 7, 1963 

Dr. BILLY JAMES HARGIS and Gen. EDWIN A. WALKER spoke to a 
group of around 1,000 persons at the McKay Auditorium in Tampa, 
Florida, Monday night, March 4, 1963. Although scheduled to 
begin at 7:30 P.M. , the meeting did not get under way until around 
8 o'clock. 

Two young men in dark suits distributed copies of ' the"National 
Christian News"on the sidewalk, near the street from which one 
of the sidewalks led to the auditorium entrance. Some persons 
entering the auditorium from the other sidewalk to entrance did 
not receive copies of "National Christian News", 

OREN POTITO was standing at the entrance to the auditorium. During 
the meeting, he was often observed standing at the rear of the 
auditorium, sometimes with DON LeBUS. Col. WHITMAN, Dr. LAUBER, 
a young man in a dark suit, and a woman (senior citizen age, below 
average height), who have been observed in attendance at Mr. 

POTITO’s meetings in the past, were also in attendance. Another 
man (described in last POTITO report as man in business suit, 
below average height, dark. hair - thinning in front) was present 
and was addressed in a friendly fashion as "Hi, JOHN TIMOTHY", 

The person who addressed him thus was HARRY DAVIS, ‘active in 
Civitan Club locally. BARBARA DAVIS (Mrs. HARRY) was also present. 
She identified a thin red-haired young man, who carried a flag 
(American) on a staff about two feet long, as a past President of 
the Sertoma Club, whose wife had recently had some publicity because 
of a recipe she had submitted to the local paper. (Sertoma Club of 
St. Petersburg). The red-haired man was sitting in a row a couple 
of places from an .unidentified man with a poster on a stick. 

In the line of persons waiting to reach the ticket window to make 
their donations of one dollar each to enter meeting, a number of 
placards for General WALKER were observed being carried on sticks. 

The audience was composed of a mixture of ages, ranging from late 
teens to senior citizens, and responded by applause or by standing 
(for General WALKER) in apparent enthusiasm for sentiments expressed 
by speakers. BILLY HARGIS spoke first, followed by an interval 
in which there was a collection. He also spoke for awhile after 
the collection, then presented General WALKER who was still 
speaking at 10:15 P.M. HARRY DAVIS put a collection envelope in 
the offering. 
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In his opening remarks, HARGIS thanked MARY, GRIMM (sp?) , Gen. 

LOWRY, Florida Coalition of Patriotic Societies for their support. 

He also expressed appreciation to the Conservative Society for 
its support by placing an ad„in the paper. HARGIS, also announced 
that it had come to his attention that some anti-Semitic material 
had been distributed outside the meeting and he wished it to be 
clearly understood that this material had no connection with this 
meeting. All the literature which they promoted was on their 
literature table in the lobby. 

1 . ■ 

The following paragraphs are taken from notes taken in shorthand 
up to 10:15 P.M. : 

HARGIS quoted from J. EDGAR HOOVER on Reds holding an advanced 
detachment in United States. The St. Louis Globe Democrat exposed 
the fact that MARTIN LUTHER KING'S assistant was JACK M. GOBEL 
or JOBEL (sp?) also known as HUNTER FITZ O'DELL. He made these 
statements in making his points on the threat of internal 
communism. 

HARGIS listed another point as the communist attempt to infiltrate 
legitimate non-communist organizations. He said the FBI has just 
released figures of 200 organizations. 

If we are going to win this war, the first thing we have to do is 
outlaw the Communist Party. We have laws that will prosecute 
communists if the Attorney General will use them. In speaking of law 
requiring communists to register, he said until this day not a 
single member has obeyed the law of the land. Now, it is up to 
Attorney General KENNEDY to arrest these people. He can’t enforce 
the law of the land because of what he describes as difficulties 
of prosecution, but they can enforce the Supreme Court decision and 
spend twenty-five million dollars to do it. If the Attorney General 
is unwilling, then let him resign and we will get another. He said 
he, HARGIS, had been questioned about tax exemption of his movement. 

He said the vote to abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities was up 14 in two years. He was critical of newspapers 
because they did not play up this vote more. It was on page 23 in 
Palm Beach i>aper, and on the obituary page in "Miami Herald". They’ 
have been complaining about muzzling news. What have they jgot to 
complain about? They have been muzzling news for years. 

He said that in December, 1961, there was a statement made in 
Moscow - Get rid of anti-communists. He mentioned visiting with 
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JOSEPH MIER of Passion Play in Florida, and stated that this 
man was a patriot. All these lies they tell about HARGIS, CARL 
McINTYRE, WALKER, they said about CHRIST, 

He spoke of apostasy in religion and said it is quite possible 
for you to visit protestant churches in Tampa, and never hear the 
name of JESUS CHRIST except in prayer. Apostasy means falling 
away, he said. When ministers promote the communist cause, do not 
blame the church, blame the ministers. He spoke of socialism 
being preached in the name of Christianity. He said the National 
Council Of Churches is either naive or ignorant. What are we going 
to do about Cuba? The problem is that we never should have let 
him have it in the first place. He mentioned the National Council 
of Churches (NCC) as joining hands to abolish the HUAC. He said 
they were not supposed to lobby. The NCC wants you to think they 
represent 45 million Protestants. Why is the NCC mad at the HUAC? 
They are mad because they are afraid the HUAC will open a full 
investigation. The HUAC did investigate them in 1960. He mentioned 
literature on the literature table to this effect (literature 
table contained hearing on Air Force Manual.) 

He said we had fallen for semantics in calling the HUAC the HUAC, 
which stressed the word"Un-American" , when it was properly the 
HCUA. He spoke of the film, ’’Operation Abolition” and the 
criticism of it by NCC. He quoted a man named JOSEPH HUNTER, 

NCC representative of Arkansas, on the film, and also as saying 
the FBI is just a secret police organization. NCC has group of 
atheists touring the country. He mentioned article in"Life"two 
years ago which quoted PETER DERIABEN (sp?) , Soviet defector, 
on subject of communist domination of these touring Russian groups. 

In paper on August 19, the NCC was announced as supporting move 
to exchange Soviet clergy, Sunday School teachers, and Theology 
professors with ours. He read this in a Seattle Post Intelligencer 
newspaper . 

He said the ’’Chattanooga News Free Press” is best paper published 
in U. S. He said ’’Time Magazine”, July 6, 1962, said Justice 
DOUGLAS expressed the view that "In God We Trust” and prayer in 
Congress are unconstitutional. HARGIS suggested passing amendment 
to Constitution to curb U. S. Supreme Court and limit their term 
of office. If we develop ’’hate communist" attitude we will lose, 
but if we promote love our brethren and a desire to protect bur 
children, we will wins. 

He announced that Gen. WALKER is now an Associate Editor ©f the 
"American Mercury”. He announced his pleasure that "Tampa Times” 
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was starting HENRY J. TAYLOR. 

General WALKER: 

He said that in many foreign lands the news never gets abroad 
that there are meetings like this, good patriotic meetings. 

This will never get out of the country because of the iron curtain 
which prevents it from getting to the French, Germans, Italians, 
etc. Today, we can't afford to have our soldiers told about the 
enemy. We might say something that will embarrass the State 
Department in one of its talks with the Soviets. I resigned from 
the military service to be free. I resigned from the Democratic 
and Republican parties to be free,. I refuse to be controlled 
by Washington in any of these three areas 5 military, either 
political party, or no-win administration of Federal Government. 

The administration is not the Government of U, S. The Government 
is of, by and for the people. They are temporary administrators 
placed there by your decision. They are temporary administrators 
unless they become dictators or a dynasty. When that happens you 
see and you have the destruction of the party system and its 
effectiveness. I belong to the people's free party of all Americans, 
a party which no man can deny being a part of unless he has joined 
the conspiracy to overthrow the USA. I refuse to lead American 
soldiers under the UN command. I refuse to be a member of a party 
which plans to place all authority and all military forces under the 
UN. Both support the UN and both give foreign aid and train our 
enemy soldiers. Your liberal side of both parties have a wide 
great serious split. Your newspapers are missing it by omission 
and by intent and put control and. censorship out of Washington, 

D. C. This is most serious in the Democratic Party. You can 
spread the word wide. The press is suppressing it. The liberals 
did not know that KRUSHCHEV had to take control of Cuba under their 
liberal eyes. There are all sorts of twists looking like good 
articles trying to make it appear that RAUL CASTRO took over FIDEL 
CASTRO. Under EISENHOWER the State Department knew CASTRO was a 
communist and supported him going into Cuba. Your President 
KENNEDY has lost support across the land and we will see that 
he loses more. WALKER said KENNEDY'S operation about Cuba showed 
the other countries. 

You have bought back 1,100 prisoners and you gave away six 
million people.' It was not ransom at all. It was foreign aid. 

Your medicine was transported and headed to Moscow within a week 
after they got there. Mr. KENNEDY is in a very precarious 
position. He is on the threshold of having to admit that he is 
playing for communist support. Seven million pieces of literature 
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are authorized to be passed through mail by KENNEDY administration. 
EISENHOWER and KENNEDY both support the UN with your money. This 
nation could have defended itself with a lot less money. They both 
support the repeal of the CONNOLLY Amendment , One ordered troops 
into Little Rock and one into Mississippi. Both run at the beck and 
call of KRUSHCHEV. Now, it is closer and they can meet in Cuba. 

If national policy continues as it does now, you will see liquidation 
of South Vietnam. He, WALKER, was critical of leader in this area. 

If State Department likes someone, you can be sure, and if NBC 
and CBS keep on you can be right to take opposing view. He spoke 
of common market and said that when he saw those who desired it, 

"I knew where I stood and that I was against it". 

To a Frenchman there is not much difference whether KRUSHCHEV 
is in Cuba 90 miles away or in Florida. 

WALKER said: "Your State Department is full of traitors and 
people that should be tried for treason". 

If treason means what I think it does, failing to support oath of 
office to U. S., he said, it is not an oath to the UN. Patriotic 
youth are saying that they will serve U. S., but not UNi There 
is a witch hunt going on every day in the armed services, politics 
and whether this man is going to resent serving under UN. Mr. 

FULBRIGHT can’t find anything under his bed, but extremists. He 
would sleep with communists and be very happy. Don’t forge.t that each 
one of the previous Presidents had a brother. One had MILTON, 
one had BOBBY. The Court has been going left so fast it ought to 
have crossed itself. EISENHOWER blocked MCCARTHY investigations; 

KENNEDY muzzled the military. WALKER was also critical of ROCKEFELLER 
who might be in charge in future. 4 If the KENNEDYs want to give 
their inheritance to the mental institutions, let them do this and leave 
us alone. 

He said you are working at a rate of four months out of the year 
for U. S« Government. 

Did we not have the Monroe Doctrine to protect them? Can a country 
: 7,000 miles iway take us over? We have given them them without 

i a shot being firedi Korea was a giveaway decided by 14 nations, 

l I had to give commands in Korea that today you cannot shoot because 

j v it is not a shooting day. You could not attack in battalion 

without orders from Washington, D. C. The State Department was 
not through with RHEE until they kicked him out, I Can’t tell 
whether or not in Washington, D. C. if CHIANG KAI CHEK is on our 
side or is going to be kicked to the other. 
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He was critical of EUGENE BERNALD (sp?) , International Media 
Company, for failing to get message through about Cuba. This 
company has two to three hundred radio stations all over world. 
Admiral KIMMEL and Gen. SHORT were muzzled about WWII, The 
military gets blamed for everything. The CIA ran it with intent 
to leave those Cubans down there because they did not want them. 

In speaking of censorship, he quoted Senator THURMOND as saying 
that where the word victory was used it was crossed out. STENNIS 
is on the fence so high that if he fell off he would break his 
neck. KEATING is liberal. It is wrong to let KEATING carry the 
load and needs a man that deserves the show. EISENHOWER stopped 
MCCARTHY when he had his finger pointed at Ft, Monmouth. 

He spoke of efforts to convince people that military are about 
to take over USAv The Military Joint Chiefs of Staff were not 
allowed in any of the discussions on Cuba. Gen. GEORGE PATTON 
should have lived today and you would have had a leader . " Do 
not be fooled that HITLER declared war on us. He, HITLER, was 
amazed and surprised when we declared war on him. (applause from 
back of auditorium). It would be interesting to read RUDOLF 
HESS’ reports.

On 3/12/63, Mrs. MARTHA McCANDEESS, 408 West 6th Street, 
Dallas, Texas, Apartment 4, telephone WH 1-5883, an employee of 
Mack Truck Company, Irving, Texas, advised she desired to report 
information concerning J. HAROLD WCAMPBELL . ansassociate of General 
WALKER. She said that n^MWffiQTxsaxr^^-lance artist by=prof ession 
and on one occasion he opened a suitcase which was full of literatur 
which he branded as anti- Jewish. She remembered that one of the 
pamphlets was entitled "One World", which stated in effect that 
the United States would rule Australia, and that the USSR would 
eventually rule part of the United States and the Scandanavian 
countries. She stated that CAMPBELL has an^unlisted telephone 
number, WH 3-4236, and resides at 408 West 6th, Apartment 1, 

Dallas. She said that CAMPBELL also has a Post Office Box downtown, 
the number of which she does not know, and formerly worked at Atlant 
Georgia, where he was an artist for a department store there. 





Upon her viewing the literature in his possession, 

CAMPBELL requested her not to mention anything about his having 
the literature but stated that he was an advocate of General WALKER. 

By way of background information, she said CAMPBELL 
formerly resided in New Orleans, Louisiana, and had color slides 
of the Mardi Gras, many of the individuals in the color slides being 
males dressed in women's clothing. She described him as being 
effeminate and believed that he originated probably from Louisiana 
or Mississippi. 

She remembered that she had found in her mail box a pamphl< 
"Russia Today" published by General Motors for its employees, and 
she suspected* that CAMPBELL placed this in her mail box.

NORMAN HODGETT has been identified by a source as a 
member of the Denver Branch, SWP. 

The Denver Chapter, FPCC, has publicly announced as its 
purpose to help bring to light the truth about Cuba. It has 
indicated the FPCC is virtually the sole organized source of 
critical dissent from American-Cuban policy in the United States. 
Announced aims of FPCC are to end the ban imposed by the U. S. 
Government on travel to Cuba, to present those aspects of events 
in Cuba which the press in this country ignores, and to work 
toward re-establishment of diplomatic relations and travel between 
the United States and Cuba. 

A source advised in April, 1962, that the Denver Chapter, 
FPCC, had almost ceased to exist at that time, but in June^ 1962, 
stated that at a meeting of the Denver Branch, SWP, HOWARD WALLACE 
proposed to reactivate the Denver Chapter, FPCC.

He stated that he is 
interested in promoting folk singing that tends to encourage 
conservatismswhich would be in opposition to most folk singing 
that he considers is along the line of "liberalism.” 

He stated he worked a few days after arriving in Dallas 
for Walter S. Terrell, Jr., Inc.* as a laborer, the address of 
which builder is Garland, Texas, telephone DA 7-2762. At present 
he is unemployed. He said he is not affiliated with any organisation 
but is interested in promoting folk singing to further "conservatism" 
the opposition to liberalism. He said he is a friend of ROBERT 8 
SURRAY, an associate of General EDWIN A. WALKER. He stated he has 
no knowledge of the specific nature concerning any present or past 
CP members. 


GEORGE J. BL11CH, on 3/22/63, again appeared at the Dallas 
Office and advised SA KUYKENDALL that Mr. and Mrs. ROBERT SURRAY 
had given BLEICH* s wife two booklets which he had in his possession. 
One was entitled "Documentation of the Reds and Fellow Travelers 
in Hollywood and TV" by MYRON C. FAGAN. The other was entitled 

"Is Eisenhower a Communist? NO! but by G1RALDKL. K. SMITH. 

He again stated he is not affiliated with any particular organization 
but admitted some association with followers of General EDWIN A. 
WALKER and ROBERT SURRAY. He reiterated his previous claim that he 
was trying to get his folk singing for conservatism ’bff the ground." 


BLEICH again contacted the Dallas Office on 3/26/63 and 
advised SA JAMES P. HOSTY, JR., he was then employed by Proctor 
and Gamble, Dallas, delivering samples in Garland area.

Major K. R. Herbert, Criminal Investigative 
Division, Austin, Texas, Police Department, advised the 
parade lead by integration leader BOOKER T. BONNER, JR. > 
began at 2:05 PMVtfbday with approximately five hundred 
to six hundred followers. There were a large number 
of white people in the parade. Placards were carried 
indicating representatives from Houston, San Antonio, 
and Dallas. Some placards carried had the inscription 
"Freedom Now” and ” KENNEDY Si— CONNALLY No”. The parade 
ended approximately 3:00 PM at Woolridge Park where the 
participants assembled to hear speeches. At approximately 
4:00 PM, there were four hundred to five hundred present 
at the park and six or seven individuals have made 
speeches. Speeches are still in progress. There have 
foefST no incidents and no arrests. 

On August 28, 1963, Mr. NEWT HUMPHREYS, Intelligence 
Section, Texas Department of Public Safety, Austin, 

Texas, informed that general EDWIN A. WALKER was in Austin 
accompanied by one (First Name Unknown) SURVEL (phonetic) 
from Dallas, Texas . No information indicating General 
WALKER has participated in any activity to date in Austin.

On August 29, 1963, Mr. A. C. CA$ON, Assistant 
Agent in Charge, Intelligence Section, Texas Department 
of Public Safety, Austin, Texas, informed that the 
'Freedom Now" march led by BOOKER T. BONNER and the 
countermarch of the Indignant White Citizens Council 
(IWCC) led hy BOB JOINER of Grand Prairie, Texas, were 
held on August 26, 1963, without any incidents. 

Mr. CASON said that the number of people that 
participated in the parades by each of the groups fell 
short of expectation. He stated that the "Freedom Now 
had approximately 600 people and the IWCC parade had 
approximately 10 persona. 

Former Army General, EDWIN WALKER, was in Austin, 
Texas, on August t8, 1963, and Indicated that he was in 
Austin "Just to aea what's going Non." 

Sty. CA30M stated that no significant incidents 
occurred and no arrests were made iq connection with 
the 'shove parades. 

Mr, CASON advised that on evening of August 28, 

1963, a source reported that BCOI®R T. BONNER h®d indicated 
that no further demonstrations are planned in Austin, 

Texas, at the governor's Mansion or at the Capitol St 
this time.

Newspaper articles pertaining to MADAM NHU's visit to 
Dallas on 10/23/63, reflected KAREN SURREY, 3506 Lindenwood, Dallas, 
presented MADAM NHU with a bouquet of roses on her arrival at Love ' 
Field that day. This presentation was immediately after MADAM NHU's 
exit from her plane . Three Austin College students carrying anti— NHU 
placards were nearby, who claimed to police that they represented no 
particular organization and were there as individuals. 

SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL on 10/23/63, at about 11:30 A.M., 
observed MADAM NHU proceeding through Love Field Terminal building. 
Immediately thereafter at about 12 noon SA KUYKENDALL observed a 1958 
Oldsmobile parked outside the terminal building on top of which was a 
huge sign stating on one side "U. S. DAY RALLY - HEAR GENERAL EDWIN A. 
WALKER, 8 P.M., 10/23/63, DALLAS MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM." On the 
opposite side of that sign appeared the words "IB OR UN, 1964." On 
the bumper appeared a sticker "HELP KENNEDY STAMP OUT FREEDOM." In 
the rear window was a sticker advertising radio station KPCN, Dallas. 
This automobile bore 1963 Texas license PK 5081. Two women who 
appeared 35 or 40 years of age entered the automobile and drove away. 
(This automobile registered to R. A. SURREY, 3506 Lindenwood, Dallas, 
1958 Oldsmobile Station Wagon.)

INFORMATION CONCERN ING 


Assistant Director W. C. SULLIVAN called at 3:10 AM 
and instructed he receive a return telephone call and be filled 
in on the details relatiig to the alleged bullet being shot 
into the home of General EDWIN A. WALKER. 


I returned the call and advised Mr. SULLIVAN thst the 
General WALKER shooting details are not contained within the 
Dallas files. However, I mentioned that a slug obtained from 
the Dallas Police Department had been sent to the Laboratory for 
examination, and the transmittal letter reflects the slug was 
recovered from WALKER’s home on 4/10/63 by the Dallas Police 
Department. Reportedly, the bullet was fired into WALKER's 
home through a window and that no one has been identified as 
firing the bullet. 



Mr. SULLIVAN then instructed that Agents rev, 16=3 
Dallas newspaper morgues first thing Wednesday morning, 

11/4/63, and the details be obtained and furnished him by 
teletype. Mr. SULLIVAN cautioned this be done discreetly 
since no one knows of OSWALD’S possible involvement in the 
shooting . 

LEAD (AM, 11/4/63 ) 

Immediately review morgues for news articles on or 
about 4/10/63 relating to General WALKER shooting. Prepare 
detailed teletype, attention: Assistant Director W. C. SULLIVAN 

ADDENDUM: 


Inr connection with the WALKER case, KEN HOWE advised 
that JOE MYERS called him (HOWE) on evening of 1&-/3/63 and said 
an unidentified Arlington Police Dept, officer mentioned "I 
suppose you (MYERS) know about it — OSWALD taking a shot at 
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DL #157-218 


This remark would indicate that the story of OSWALD 
possibly being involved in WALKER case is out and the press 
may soon have the details. 

MARINO HAS BEEN interviewed at Arlington (Six Flags 
Inn) by Secret Service and FBI. 

Assistant Dir ector SULLIVAN has cautioned case should 
be handled discreetly. 

ADDENDUM: 

INSPECTOR JAMES R. MALLEY 

At approximately 7:00 AM, I talked to DON MOORE, 
Domestic Intelligence Division, concerning the foregoing. 
MOORE was advised that in connection with the above, I 
wanted to make sure that he was aware of developments that 
occurred yesterday before going off on any tangent and doing 
unnecessary work. 

MOORE was told that at approximately noon yesterday, 
we received a note in Russian which had been translated by 
a Secret Service representative and that this note was 
dictated to Mrs . HENLEY, Secretary in Mr. BELMONT’S office. 
MOORE advised h#' did not see any memorandum concerning this, 
but would make arrangements to get a copy. 

I advised MOORE that at some time between 3:30 and 
5:00 PM yesterday, a memorandum was dictated to a secretary 
in General Investigative Division, which was prepared from 
ROSEN to BELMONT, convering information obtained from Mrs. 
OSWALD wherein she stated that she had been shown this note 
by Secret Service and had said that it was a note which she 
had retained in her possession that her husband had prepared 
sometime last April add that this memorandum covered in some 
detail the fact that Mrs. OSWALD was aware that her husband 
had shot at General WALKER on the night of April 10th for the 
purpose of trying to kill him and missed. 

MOORE was also advised that the rifle slug found at 
General WALKER’s residence had been submitted to the Bureau 
Laboratory for examination on Dec. 3rd.

In connection with newspaper publicity on the General 
WALKER shooting in April, I advised MOORE that this office did 
have some newspaper clippings and that in all probability if 
any inquiry of any nature were made of the newspaper morgue, 
immediate publicity would follow. 

MOORE was told that Secret Service was aware of possible 
connection of OSWALD with the General WALKER shooting, and that 
the Arlington, Texas P olice Department had Inquired of one of 
the Dallas Agents on the evening of Dec. 3rd if he was aware that 
OSWALD might be tied in with the shooting of General WALKER, and 
that the Dallas Police Department was aware that we were trying 
to tie it up, inasmuch as we had picked up the rifle slug from 
the Police Department for examination purposes. He was also 
advised that the Dallas Police Department stated that they had 
been considering turning the slug over for examination inasmuch 
as they felt that there was some possibility that OSWALD might have 
shot at General WALKER. 

MOORE was told that Agent BOGUSLAV was translating the 
note written in Russian to see if his translation would compare 
favorably with that of the Secret Service Agent, that the note 
would be shown to Mrs. OSWALD today by Bureau Agents for further 
identification by her, following which the note would be transmitted 
to the Bureau for fingerprint examination, as well as handwriting 
examination.

Mr. REYNOLDS was asked if he had any such infor- 
mation to indicate such was the case and he stated he did 
not , but wanted to advise the FBI that on the afternoon of 
March 2 , 1964 , General EDWIN A. WALKER had telephonically 
contacted him at his place of business , at which time 
General WALKER read an article from some Boston newspaper 
to him. According to REYNOLDS , this newspaper article was 
written by BOB CONSIDINE and indicated that it was unusual 
that REYNOLDS had been shot because he had "fingered" 

OSW ALD - Reynolds stated that actually he did not “finger" 
OSWALD. 

REYNOLDS stated that General WALKER^ asked REYNOLDS 
if he would come to see General WALKER because General 
WALKER did not want to talk on the telephone.

ASSOCIATION OF ARKANSAS KLANS 
OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (AAK) 


A source advised on April 22, 1959, as follows; 

AAK was formed on April 21, 1959, at Pine Bluff, 
Arkansas, for the purpose of promoting white supremacy and 
segregation of the races, but violence was disavowed. Leaders 
of the AAK were previously members of the Original Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (OKKKK) . GEORGE F, EDWARDES, Grand Dragon of 
mKKiinc for the State of Arkansas , was carried over as the Grand 
Dragon of the new organization, AAK. 

A source advised that on August 11, 1960, GEORGE F. 
EDWARDES disavowed violence. Another source advised in January, 
1963, that the new Grand Dragon, BILL WILLIAMS , disavowed violence 
and that GEORGE F. EDWARDES is the Legal Counselor of the AAK. 
Another source stated the ritual used by OKKKK is taken from 
the "Kloran' 5 of the Association of South Carolina Klans of the 
Ku Klux Klan CASGK). 

Regarding the ASCK, the following is noted; 

A source advised on September 24, 1956, that the ASCK 
was organized in the fall of 1955 and is patterned after the 
Association of Carolina Klans .(ACK): The source stated the 

ASCK is a new organization and not a rebirth of the ACK, 
although all high-ranking officials of the ASCK had Iseen 
members of the ACK. The announced purposes of this organiza- 
tion are to promote white supremacy and to combat integration 
of races; however, the use of violence is disavowed. 

A source advised on September 2, 1950, that the ACK 
was composed of groups formerly members of the Association of 
Georgia Klans (AGK) , and although the ACK severed all connections 
with the AGK on November 14, 1949, the ideals, purposes and 
policies of the two organizations remained identical. The ACK 
became defunct after conviction and imprisonment of its highest 
official and other members in 1952 . 

The AGK has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

BBIHGUIEB said he was in Cuba at the time of the 
overthrow of the Batista Government by CASTRO and told how 
FIDEL CASTRO personally assassinated a relative of BRINGUIER 
by shooting him. BRINGUIER, in broken English, spoke about 
his leaving Cuba and coming to New Orleans , Louisiana , where 
he got into a store business with his brother-in-law. Th^n 
in the middle of 1963, LEE HARVEY OSWALD walked into his" 
place of business and told him he was against FIDEL CASTRO 
and was interested in helping CARLOS BRINGUIER train exiled 
Cubans in a nearby training camp near New Orleans. BRINGUIER 
said he was suspicious of OSWALD already because a few days 
before that incident BRINGUIER and his friends had received 
information from someone in Mexico who was connected with 
Cuban activities, that there was a spy in the New Orleans 
(pro-CASTBO) , B© said OSWALD, frois his co&v@ 2 t satioQ, 
already knew about the existence of the secret training camp 
for exiled Cubans sear New Orleans, where Cubans in exile were 
being trained to be returned to Cuba to fight the CASTRO 
Government. BE INQUIRE stated he felt sure OSWALD was the 
CASTRO spy who had been reported to be in the New Orleans area. 
Be claimed he told OSWALD his only interest in the organization 
known as '’Cuban Student Directorate” was for the propaganda 
angle and not actually to help train people at the camp; that 
BRINGUIER* S associates would not need OSWALD. BRINGUIER 
claimed he was suspicious of OSWALD and dd not want his services. 
OSWALD then left that store. 

A few days later a friend of BRINGUIER told BRINGUIER 
h© had seen OSWALD a few blocks away carrying a sign announcing 
he was for CASTRO. BRINGUIER went to the place where OS WALD 
was carrying the sign and both recognized each other. He 
said OSWALD seemed surprised to see BRINGUIER there. BRINGUIER 
added he got mad and called OSWALD a traitor and communist ; 
whereupon, OSWALD turned his face to him and told him to go 
ahead and "hit him." BRINGUIER claimed he then realized 
OSWALD was trying to be a martyr and wanted BRINGUIER to fait 
him in order to gain sympathy. By that time a crowd had 
gathered. BRINGUIER claimed h© told OSWALD he was through 
and might as well leave New Orleans. This occurred in about 
August, 1963, according to BRINGUIER. 

A few days after the above incident OSWALD sent a 
Marine training book to BRINGUIER by some other individual 
as a present. He said that inside the cover was the same ' i - 
name that reportedly was the name in which a rifle was 
purchased by OSWALD that was used to assassinate President 
KENNEDY. That name was BIBELL (phonetic) . BRINGUIER claimed 
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| FOIA(b) (7) - (D) ~] 


is© turned this book over to investigative athorities and that he 
has told his full story to authorities about fata associations 
with OSWALD . He said that just before OSWALD left Mew 
Orleans, he challenged OSWALD to a debate on radio concerning 
CASTRO. They thereafter debated on a radio program, with 
OSWALD being for CASTRO and BRIHGQIEB being in favor of 
overthrowing CASTRO’S Government . Following that radio 
program OSWALD departed from New Orleans and BRINGUIEH claimed 
he has not had any contact with him since. BRXMGUIRR suspected 
that OSWALD had entered Mexico shortly thereafter. 

SRZNGUXBR talked about having helped train exiled 
Cubans in . the Hew Orleans area. Ee said "we" and "our people" 
had recently burned some sugar cane fields or mills in Cuba. 

He said the exiled Cubans are still planning to slip back 
into Cuba and burn and blow up things. He said "they" are now 
ready to revolt against CASTRO and are awaiting the command 
to go ahead, but said August 1, 1964, is the deadline by 
which time this action would take place. Ee said the Cuban 
exiles are all prepared, ready and willing. He talked as if 
this training program is still being carried bn, although, 
was not specific in stating where it is carried on presently. 

He said it was quite a program. 

BRXNGBJBB had a record for sale for $4.00, which 
allegedly contained a conversation between himself and LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, in which OSWALD allegedly admitted being a 
Marxist or Communist and admitted working as an agent for 
CASTRO in the United States. BRXHGU1ER was also selling 
leaflets for 25 cents per copy. Ee did not specify any 
efforts toward recruiting anyone to help overthrow CASTB0 r S 
Government, but was selling the above described items in an 
effort to raise money. 

BILLY JAMES HARGIS then took the floor and talked 
more. He criticised the civil rights bill that was up before 
Congress. 

He spoke about four books he had written that were for 
sale . Ee took up a collection from the group with contributors 
placing the names, addresses, and amounts of contributions 
os envelopes enclosing same. HARGIS said the money being 
raised by him was to begin 100 new radio bmdeasts with the 
object of having 1,090 radio broadcasts regularly in Texas 
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FOIA(b) (7) - (D) 


dealing with his Christian Ant ±— Communist Crusade activities. 
HARGIS mentioned tin t CARLOS BEINGUIEB works for him on a 
salary basis . HARGIS said nothing about recruiting persons 
for activities in Cuba. HARGIS said BRISGUXRR was there 
for the purpose of telling the story about communists being 
right "on top of us" and how communism was responsible for 
killing President B3SUBEDY, HARGIS said BRXNGD1ER and their group 
were frying to awaken the public to the communist menace. 

He said his organisation was working in Florida a great deal 
pushing for contributions and selling his material. Several 
persons apparently made contributions. 

BILL? JAMES HARGIS and CARLOS BRXHGUIER appeared 
to have one or two other persons traveling with them in a 
Bodge Mobile Home (truck and house trailer combination) . 

One young American looking man 19 or 20 years of age served as 
usher at the meeting. Another Spanish or Cuban looking young 
man about 30 lead the singing of patriotic songs at the 
beginning of the meeting, after which he sat down in the 
audience with a female who did not appear to be Cuban or 
Spanish. A man named G. P. or T. P. COMBE, who claims to 
have a radio broadcast on station KSKY (Dallas) every Sunday 

morning, and a male individual named ( ) RUSHING from 

South Dakota were present at the meeting. It is not known 
whether they were traveling with the HARGIS group. Also 
present was one Reverend BtJSKET (phonetic) of Dallas who was 
identified by HARGIS as his advance man in Balias who served 
to set up his appearance prior to HARGIS* arrival. Be did 
not indicate that SOREST was Ms advance man ehswhere. 

Announcements were made that HARGIS *s group nest 
day would make appearance In Garland, Texas, and thereafter 
would be in Dallas a few days. In early 1964, the Christian 
Anti-Communist Crusade is to have a national convention at 
the Baker Hotel, Dallas, with Governor GEORGE WALLACE of , 
Alabama, being one of the speakers, according to an announcement. 
The meeting adjourned at about 10:00 PM. 

Informant further advised that one J. 3. DENNIS, 

1012 West Saner Street, Dallas, Texas, recently received by 
mail a copy of "The Thunderbolt" for April, 1964, a publication 
Issued by the National States Rights Party. That publication 
contains an article that is substantially the same information 
that was given in the above meeting in Plano. In the article

appeared a photograph of CAELQS BRINGUIER which was shows 
t her els as CARLOS BQINGUIES, and under his name appeared the 
words "Cuban Student Directorate . " That photograph is of 
the person named CARLOS BRINGUIER, who spoke at the HARGIS 
meeting at Piano on May 23, 1964. 

Source on 6/3/64, furnished to SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL 
a copy of the April, 1964, issue of *The Thunderbolt.” Pages 
three and four of that publication issued by the National 
States Eights Party contains an article entitled "Proof 
OSWALD a Communist Agent" by GABLOS BOINGUIES of the "Cuban 
Student Directorate." {Pages three and four of that publication 
have been placed in the LA section of Dallas file 105-1354. 

The remain&r of that publication has been destroyed.) 

Source also furnished to SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL 
on 6/3/64, a copy of the May, 1964 issue of a magazine 
entitled "Christian Crusade" published by BILLY HARGIS , 
which publication was distributed at the above described 
meeting at Plano, Texas, on 5/23/64. (Pages 3, 18, 19, 30, 

31, 32, 33 and 34 of that publication are being placed in 
the IA section of 105^1354) . 

It is to be noted that pages 18 and 19 of the above 
described issue of "Christian Crusade" states that the Christian 
Crusade Anti-Communist Youth University will have on its 
faculty.

EDWIN A. WALKED 


An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram", 
a daily Fort Worth newspaper, dated June 16, 1964, which stated 
that Associated Press newsman VAN SAVELI, furnished a deposition 
to the Seventeenth District Coxtrt in Ft. Worth, Texas, in which 
SAVELL stuck by his contention that former Major General EDWIN A. 
WALKER led a charge against United States Marshals during rioting 
at the University of Mississippi in 1962. In the deposition, 

SAVELL stated he heard someone say, "Here is General WALKER. 

Here comes General WALKER. " Someone asked WALKER, SAVELL said, to 
"lead us to the steps." SAVELL said WALKER made no comment and 
appeared to be in deep thought for forty or fifty seconds. 

Finally, SAVELL said, WALKER nodded his head, two men took WALKER 
by the arms and the three started walking in the direction of the 
United States Marshals. A group followed the three. After 
walking a distance , SAVELL said the group threw rocks and other 
articles in the direction of the marshals and then turned and ran. 

As the group returned to near a Confederate monument on the 
campus, SAVELL said he heard WALKER say, "Well, we'll get 
together and charge again," When WALKER made that statement, 

SAVELL said he ran to telephone his office. 

An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram", 
dated June 16, 1964, which stated that United Press International 
reporter AXFRED KUETTNER , furnished a deposition which was read 
on June 16, 1964. KUETTNER said in his deposition he heard WALKER 
tell students; "You have every right to demonstrate, but this is 
not the way to Cuba'S KUETTNER said the crowd jeered when WALKER 
told them to avoid violence. KUETTNER testified he could not see 
everything that went on during the rioting and that at one point 
he was away from the riot scene about twenty minutes making a 
telephone call. He said it was possible that WALKER led a charge 
during his absence. KUETTNER described WALKER as staring and tense 
and said WALKER was walking fast when the reporter first encountered 
him. KUETTNER said that WALKER was present on the campus as "more 
than an interested observer." KUETTNER quoted WALKER as saying at 
a press conference in Atlanta, Georgia, when asked about the riot;

An article appeared in the ’Fort Worth Press", a 
daily Fort Worth newspaper, dated June 17, 1964, which 
revealed that United Press International Wire Service writer, 
CRAIG ELLIS, told the Seventeenth District Court in Fort 
Worth, Texas, that General WALKER addressed a crowd, stepped 
from the Confederate monument and then advanced toward the 
University Administration Building and the mushrooming crowd 
followed. 


WILLIAM BRITTINGH&ffi, a University of Mississippi 
student, participated in the ribt on September 30, 1962, testifed 
by written sworn statement that similar situation developed 
after General WALKER’S speech. Radio executive JOHN KING, JR., 
testified he heard General WALKER say: "You’re doing all 
right - riot, riot. You are getting news all over the county. 

Now, you’ve got casualties." 

An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram" 
dated June 18, 1964, stated that TOM GREGORY, a reporter for 
the Meridian (Mississippi) Star, testified he was at the University 
of Mississippi on September 30, 1962. He said WALKER encountered 
several persons, and students yelled that the former general 
was "going up to the marshals." At that point, the general began 
striding at a rather fast pace toward the Administration Building. 
GREGORY said he saw a crowd, estimated at 200 persons follow 
WALKER. The group went within fifteen or twenty yards of a 
driveway surrounding the Administration Binding . "They 
continued going this way until tear gas came and I lost sight 
of WALKER." I'

An article appeared in the "Fort Worth Star Telegram", 
dated July 23, 1964, which stated that attorneys for former & 

General Edwin A. Walker asked the 17th District Court to sign / 
a judgment in compliance with the $800,060.09 jury verdict in \ v 
the libel suit against the Associated Press (AP). 

AP Chief Attorney J. A. Gooch told Judge Charles 
Murray of the 17th District Court, Port Worth, Texas, "It is 
respectfully submitted that the jury's verdict should be dis- 
regarded in its entirety and judgment entered for the defendant 
because of the undisputed activities of plaintiff, which were 
certainly of a nature as to cause a viewer to describe them as 
did the writer for the AP.” 


Attorney Clyde Watts, speaking for Walker, said that 
Judge Murray should sustain the jury's verdict because there 
has been ”a rise of arrogance and tyranny” on the part of news 
media. Watts said the news media have a right to comment 
editorially, and "they can comment but they cannot lie.” 

Watts said there are two tragedies relative to Walker’s situa- 
tion - one that Walker was forced to spend six days and nights 
in a "prison nut house", and the other that news media are 
inclined to teach young men to lie. Watts said the AP account 
of Walker's activities on the University of Mississippi campus 
was handled in a slipshod and careless manner. 


An article appeared in the "Dallas Times Herald", 
dated July 30, 1964, which stated that District Court Judge 
Charles Murx$r of Fort Worth, Texas, 17th District Court, 
reduced former General Walker's jury award in his libel suit 
against AP from $800,000.00 to $600,000.00. The judge also 
ruled that AP was not actuated by malice in writing about 
Walker's activities on the University of Mississippi campus. 
The jury, however, said that AP was guilty of malice. Since 
Judge Murray said no malice existed, he threw out the jury 
award of $300,000.00 for exemplary damages, sustaining the 
$500,000.00 award for actual damages.

An article appeared in the Fort Worth Star 
Telegram dated October 1, 1964, which reflected that on 
September 30, 1964, Judge Charles J. Murray of the 17th 
District Court, Fort Worth, Texas, ruled that the Associated 
Press is not entitled to a new trial in the libel suit 
brought against it by the former General Edwin A. Walker. 
Attorneys for the wire service had asked for a new trial 
on the grounds of jury misconduct during the deliberations. 

The Judge ruled that two statements made by jurors constituted 
misconduct but held that these statements would not affect 
the outcome of the case. Associated press attorneys indicated 
they would appeal.

UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 



Dallas T-l, another government agency engaged in 
investigative activity, furnished written reports on October 14, 
and 15, 1964, concerning the alleged operations of a group 
known as the "Minutemen" in the Fort Worth, Texas, area. 


In substance, these reports are as follows: 


"On or about July 1, 1964, I was advised by a confidential 
informant that a person living in Fort Worth, Texas had told 
him about attending a meeting of the MINUTE MEN; an organization 
within the JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY. That said person had observed a 
quanity of munitions and firearms while at saidmeeting - some 
of which were in violation of the NATIONAL FIREARMS ACT. I 
ask to be placed in contact with this person but was unable 
to arrange a meeting until September 28, 1964. Hereinafter, 
this person will be referred to as the CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT. 


’’This CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT stated that he first became involved 
with an organization called the MINUTE MEN about two years ago. 
That a person who will be called SUBJECT ’B’ 'sounded him out* 
about his feelings regarding the Communists and about various 
domestic political ideas. SUBJECT ’B’ also was interested in 
the CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT'S ideas regarding the use of force 
and violence. Apparently the CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT passes the 
various tests because a short time' later (approximately twelve 
to fifteen months ago) arrangements were made for the CONFIDENTIAL 
INFORMANT to attend a meeting at Benbrook Lake (Tarrant County, 
Texas). The CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANT said that they arrived in 
ones and twos and everything was very * cloke and dagger is t ’ .

The following is supplemental to memorandum dated 
November 5, 1964, at Dallas, Texas, captioned as above. 

Dallas T-l, another government agency engaged in 
investigative activity, furnished written reports on 
November 3, 1964, concerning the alleged operations of a 
group known as "MINUTEMEN" in the Fort Worth, Texas, area. 
These reports were dated October 26 , 1964 and October 29 , 
1964, respectively.

In substance, these reports are as follows: 
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Re? "MINUTEMEN" 


’’The purpose of the meeting was .to get. the members 
togetf'tfpr again and build : .up interest in the organization. . . 
That the y .had, been somewhat quiescent .since November of 1963 
and the leadership desired that they become active again. ' . 
SUBJECT 'G' took the position of leadership within the group 
and told them that the group was working on a plan to set 
up various points throuout Tarrant County where the members 
Should meet. That a password would be given each member and 
changed monthly. The reason for this reorganization was. 
given as the inability of individual ; members being able to 
name co-conspirators if apprehended by the authorities 
during or following acts of sabotage, inasmuch as members 
unknown to each other would be assigned to each reporting 
point. SUBJECT 'G' told the group that they would be advised 
when the details were worked out. SUBJECT *G’ also talked 
about what the INFORMANT referred to as 'the usual stuff 
they tell us about the government .being Communistic ' . The 
INFORMANT' recalled that, SUBJECT , v (|' told them that, the 
government said that there were only 20,000 Communists in 
• the United States! but. that the MINUTE MEN had 60,000 under 
surveillance •- hence the government was trying to conceal 
the strength of the Communists in this country. That there 
were many negros among the Communists and that these negros 
were arming themselves with 30/06 rifles, .38 caliber 
revolvers, and 12 gauge shotguns. That in- the event of a 
negro uprising,, the government would take the side of. the 
negro and would support them against, the whites. 

"SUBJECT 'G' told them that they would not be able 
to use the' farm any ' longer inasmuch as Federal Officers had 
it under surveillance. He said that 'they' had caught a man 
on the farm (apparently recently) and searched him.' That 
he had F.B, I. identification on liis person. That 'they' 
have also noticed a bread truck parked on a hill overlooking 
the farm several times. That there' w©re two men in the 
truck and one was seen observing the farm. with field glasses. 
That groups from Dallas had been meeting and firing: at the,, 
farm and it was possible someone had been followed, from Dallas 
to the farm, SUBJECT 'G' ask each one at the meeting to 
try to locate a safe place in“The country where they could 
meet and fire weapons."

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Dallas T-l advises that in his opinion this would 
be a possible means of infiltrating the group with a federal 
agent . The informant said he would consider meeting another 
government agent for this purpose so long as he were not a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) agent.” 

Dallas T-l’s report continues as follows:

Five 
men were inside. The INFORMANT had seen only one of these 
men previously. (This man was the one referred to as The 
Speaker in the report of Oct. 6, 1964.) SUBJECT ’A’ did 
most of tie talking. He went over some of the same subjects 
discussed by the group the previous night and told the men 
that a meeting was planned later. That the meeting would 
be at either Benbrook Lake of Fisherman Paradise (in Johnson 
County, Texas). That they would be notified when and where 
later. The INFORMANT stated that these men were all armed 
with .38 caliber revolvers. The meeting lasted about 
fifteen or twenty minutes.

As usual, no introductions were 
made. SUBJECT *D’ repeated pretty much the same information 
as SUBJECT 'A* had the night before. This meeting lasted 
about twenty minutes. The INFORMANT stated that all of the 
men were armed with .38 caliber pistols." 


Dallas T-l advised that informant stated he has 
heard the organization referred to as both the ’MINUTEMEN" ' 
and the "American Underground." Informant stated that 
normally the group was not named as such when talking among 
themselves inasmuch as they all knew what it was. Dallas 
T-l queried informant as to whether the group was the same 
all over ^h© country and informant seemed surprised that 
anyone would think there were several such groups. Informant 
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stated that frequent mention Is made about the organization 
elsewhere, usually to impress someone with how large and 
powerful it ■ is . Dallas T-l advised, that informant has ■ 
disclosed the name of Subject .”B” as Otto "'Duke’ 1 ' Koling, 

2341 Harris lane, Haltom City, Texas.”

. Dallas Tpl advised .the remainder of the information 
originally reported by this informant is still correct as 
far as he knows . 

’’FRIDAY, Oct". 23, 1964 : At the INFORMANT’S request 
Dallas T-l met with both. he and his wife. He had ask 
me to do this at. the last meeting inasmuch as., she .had”Fecoae 

frightened about his working as an informant for the govern- 
ment. He felt that she needed assurance from someone besides 
himself that his work as an informant was of ' importance to 
the government and was .worth .the personal risk ail of them 
were taking. I, tried .to do this, and, up to a point,, think 
I was successful.' Both the . INFORMANT and- his 'wife brought 
up the subject .of ' the telephone again.. They both discussed 
the danger to themselves in making contacts a t either the ir 
home or the INFORMANT’S place of employment. I

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Dallas T-l at this point advised that he did not 
feel INFORMANT was being entirely honest with him inasmuch 
as he believes the identity of the above man was known to 
informant . 


"WEDNESDAY, Oct. 28, 1964 : Up to the time of our 
meeting, the INFORMANT had no contact with anyone in the 
MINUTE MEN". Dallas T-l advised "I picked up the INFORMANT 
about 4:00 $.m. and drove him to Dallas, Texas. I drove 
him to the vicinity of The Gun Shojji|, 7402 Harry Hines Blvd., 
a business operated by one JOHN THOMAS MASEN. I pointed 
out the business to the INFORMANT. We then drove by and 
observed several men in the front of the shop. The INFORMANT 
picked out MASEN from the group and identified him as the 
man that he thought was Oswald. I parked aroupd the corner 
and the INFORMANT wal ked back to the shop. He returned about 
ten minutes later and I

On October 30, 1964, Dallas T-l advised that 
about 9:30 a.m. , he received a telephone call from informant 
who advised him that he had decided n0t to work any longer 
on this investigation. Informant stated that he trusted 
Dallas T-l personally, but had come to the conclusion that 
either the people he worked for were not interested in his 
information or there was "something going on that he did not 
understand." Dallas T-l further states that he believes that 
informant had, been irked by the fact that the government had

The following information was furnished on November 19 
and 24 by Dallas T-l. 

Dallas T-l advised that Dallas T-l is presently a 
member of a group referred to as the "Minutemen" and ’’American 
Underground’’ and has been so since approximately 1962. Dallas T-l 
advised that the organization is nationwide with approximately 
fifteen to thirty members in Tarrant County. Dallas T-l stated 
that the name of the organization as such has only been used twice 
in two years and that proper names are seldom,; if ever, used 
and that this makes it very difficult to determine identities of 
members. Dallas T-l advised that the following are currently 
members of the organization: 

Pollard, 2707 Berryhill Drive, Fort Worth, Texas 
Otto (Duke) Koling and Shirley Bob Renshaw, 2341 Harris 
Lane, Haltom City, Texas, who lives with Koling. 

Bill Seals, employed at Montgomery Ward's and recently 
transferred to Montgomery Ward's, Houston, Texas.. 

Van Pollard, 3421 Hanger, Fort Worth, Texas. 

Closely associated with the organization and perhaps 
a member is Richard W. Dawson, who lives on Highway 121 on the 
outskirts of Fort Worth and who has formerly lived in the neighbor- 
hood of 2820 Northwest 29th in the early 1950's. Dallas T-l 
advised that an attorney whom members of the group have been 
advised to contact if "they get into trouble", is W. Alfred Windor, 
with offices in the Ellis Building in Fort Worth. Dallas T-l 
advised he does not know whether or not Windor is a member of the 
organization. 


Dallas T-l advised the primary purpose of the organization 
is to fight against the present Federal control of national and 
local Governments and to fight for "States’ rights". The group is

supposedly national in origin and believes that the Federal 
Government is in the process of selling out to the communist and 
that the group is the last line of defense against this sellout. 

The gro.up secondarily is racial in that it believes in white 
supremacy. ... Dallas .T-l advised, that the organization suffered, a 
severe setback because of the assassination of President Kennedy 
, but. now is attempting a full-scale; reorganization. The group 
recruits basically from those who do not have criminal records 
and is organized in such a manner that no one is supposed to; know 
the names of other members in the organization. This is to prevent 
effective infiltration by the Government. Dallas T-l advised 
.that the group' has.no immediate . plans for action, but that ' 
several times locally this group has; determined ' to act on their 
own and this action has been curtailed because of orders relayed 
from higher authority in the organization. These higher authorities 
are unknown to Dallas T-l, except that a person by the name of 
Ray (last name unknown) at the ranch in the vicinity of Venus, 

Texas, appears to be in contact with the group's organizational 
leaders. Ray is described as a personal and close friend of 
•ji, retired General Edwin Walker and about one and one-half to two . 

years ago was apparently implicated in some manner in the burning 
^ . of a newspaper in the area of Midlothian, Texas. Ray is also 

apparently a warehouse supervisor in Dallas. 

Dallas T-l also advised he has been recently contacted 
by i. a man whom he does not know but who apparently lives in the 
Fort Worth area, and this unknown male advised Dallas T-l to 
disassociate himself with the small group he is. now attached to 
for the apparent purpose of moving into a position, of more prominence 
in the organization. Dallas T-l advised that the small group 
with which he has been associated is the lowest level in the 
organization and that their primary purpose is to do the "dirty 
work”. 


Dallas T-l stated that the group is also prepared, in 
the event of a Negro uprising in the Fort Worth area, to take 
action against various Negro leaders including Dr. Flint, Dr. 

Fleming and Dr. .Ransom,- and a Fort Worth hoodlum named Madison Hogan, 
who is apparently a Nation of Islam leader in the Fort Worth area.

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Dallas. T-l advised that the only overt action tentatively 
planned for the winter months is that the effect of a „30 caliber 
rifle on power transformers in the area may be tested. Dallas T-l 
further stated that the group apparently has a contact with an 
individual in northeast Texas who goes by the name of "South" 
and that this Contact may be utilized in the raiding of a 
northeast Texas armory during the winter months. The primary 
interest is obtaining mortars and mortar ammunition and automatic 
weapons j therefore, Dallas T-l believes that the armory would 
probably be of a tank or infantry group. 

Dallas T-l advised that the group locally is attempting 
to gain control of the Panther City Motorcycle Club for the purpose 
of gaining land apparently owned by this club, in the area of 
Lake Arlington, Texas and thereafter selling this land and using 
the monies therefrom for purchases of the group. 

Dallas T-l advised that it has been learned the group 
has organizations in Stephenville, San Angelo, Italy and Brownwood, 
Texas. Dallas T-l further advised that Arthur Pollard has in the 
past made trips to Alabama, Wyoming, Montana, California, and that 
the group has a contact with an individual by the name of Jim 
Scott in Kansas City. Dallas T-l advised that he has seen 
pamphlets from national Mi nut emen headquarters, but that these 
dealt primarily with the fighting of any National Firearms Act 
which would involve licensing of private weapons. 

Dallas T-l advised that several members of the group 
are personally acquainted with General Edwin Walker and he 
apparently has a capacity of being an advisor. The group does 
not apparently have any connection with the American Nazi party 
or with the Ku Klux Elan. The group is organized into small cell- 
like bodies and the meetings of these are never held on a 
regular basis and are generally held in. public places at night 
with from five to fifteen people in attendance. Benbrook Lake Park 
and Eagle Mountain Lake area have been two places where the group 
has met in the past, although often the meeting will be a "moving 
one" in someone's automobile. The group's meetings are never 
planned in advance as far as Dallas T— 1 knows, inasmuch as. 

Dallas T-l is always notified personally by someone in the group 
generally within an hour to thirty minutes ahead of a meeting 
time, and is them picked up and taken to the meeting place. Many 
of the members of the group have walkie-talkies although some 
members do not.

Dallas T-l advised that it is suspected that a Dallas 
gunsmith by the name of John Thomas Mas 'an is at least sympathetic 
to the purposes of this group, although he is not known by Dallas T-l 
to be a member of the organization. This belief is based on the 
fact that Dallas T-l has in the past seen Masen in the company of 
Bill Seals. 

On November 19, 1964, Dallas T-2 and Dallas T-3, sources 
which have knowledge of Nation of Islam activities in Fort Worth 
and Dallas areas, individually advised that they had no information 
concerning the connection of a Madison Hogan with Nation of Islam 
activities in the Fort Worth— Dallas area. 

On November 19, 1964, Lieutenant H. F„ Hopkins and 
V. T. Summers, Intelligence Unit* Fort Worth Police Department, 
advised they had no information concerning activities of a 
Minutemen group or of a group sirai&rly inclined in the Fort Worth 
area . 

BACKGROUND RE INDIVIDUALS ALLEGEDLY MEMBERS OF ALLEGED MINUTEMEN GROUP 


On November 6, 1964, a check of current Fort Worth 
directories reflected no information concerning a Otto Koling 
or Bill Seals. 

On November 6, 1964, Operator 98, Fort Worth Retail? 
Merchants Credit Association, 508 Commerce, advised that agency 
had no record re Otto Koling. Operator 98 advised, however, 
that the following information pertained to a. Arthur Austin 
Pollard. Married to Betty Jane Noles, previously married to 
Lillie. His neairest relative is Mamie Gaines, 3432 Hanger Street. 
Arthur Pollard was born September 15, 1934, and served in the 
United States Marine Corps from July 25, 1952 until July 24, 1956, 
during which time he lived at 4 IF NAMAR Housing, El Toro, Santa 
Ana, California, USMC, and was last employed by Exchange Parts, 

Fort Worth, in the assembly section. Social Security Number 455-46- 
8036. Current draft status IV-A. 

On November 6, 1964, Operator 98 furnished the following 
re Shirley Bob Renshaw. Wife Marion Helen, previously married to 
a Helen Sullivan. In September, 1963, Renshaw was the assistant 
manager of Sky Hobby Shop and apparently is now employed with 
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"Abe Terrell" . In March,, 1964 he lived at 2341 Harris Lane, 
having moved there from 2603 Gorman in Waco, Texas. Renshaw 
apparently moved to Waco, Texas in September, 1963, returning 
March, 1964 to Harris Lane address, Renshaw formerly wAs 
employed with Cromer Ace Company, Fort Worth, Texas, and is 
approximately 32 years of age. 

On November 6, 1964, F. M. Alexander, Identification 
Division, Fort Worth Police Department, advised he had no record 
identifiable with Bill Seals or Otto Koling. 

On October 28, 1964, G. Bias ingame, Identification 
Division, Fort Worth Police Department, advised he had no record 
re Arthur Pollard or Shirley Bob Renshaw. 

On November 10, 1964, Joe George, Security Division, 
Montgomery Ward’s, 2600 West 7th Street, Fort Worth, Texas, advised 
Bill Seal had worked in the Montgomery Ward Auto Service Department, 
October 14, 1964, when he was transferred to Palm Center, Montgomery 
Ward at Houston, Texas. The manager of Palm Center store is 
A. L. James. Seal’s personnel record was sent to Houston on his 
transfer. George was not personally acquainted with Seal. 

On. November 10, 1964, Operator 54, Fort Worth Retail 
Merchants Credit Association, 508 Commerce, advised that agency 
had no information regarding Bill Seals, Seal or Seale. It is 
noted that the current Fort Worth City Directory reflects William 
H. Seale, 2185 Weatherbee, as working for Auto Service - Ward's. 

On November 9, 1964, C 0 Fowler, Identification, Division, 
Fort Worth Police Department, advised re Van Wiley Pollard that 
said individual had been arrested February 11, 1945, by the Police 
Department, for Theft of Government Property and was released 
to the custody of the U. S. Marshal. At that time Pollard was 
22 years of age, 5'8", 135 pounds, brown eyes, brown hair. He had 
Fort Worth Police Department #54786. Records further reflect 
that in 1952, Pollard was an applicant for city employment, 

Waste Disposal Division. 

On November 9, 1964, W. M. Young, Identification Division, 
Tarrant County Sheriff’s Office, advised he had no record concerning 
Van Wiley Pollard.

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On November 9, 1964, Operator 52, Fort Worth Retail 
Merchants Credit Bureau, 508 Commerce, furnished the following 
information regarding Van Walle Pollard, current address 3421 
Hanger. Pollard was born In 1923, Fort Worth, married, wife 
Patricia in 1955. Currently employed by Maremont Corporation, 
which is also known as Exchange Parts Motors in the Quality 
Control Section. Pollard has been so employed since April, 1956. 
Nearest relative is Mrs. Rosie Turpin, 3529 James Lane. Wife's 
nearest relative, Mr. B, B. Roberts, Eldorado^ Texas. 

On November 11, 1964, a telephone call to the Maremont 
Corporation, Fort Worth, Texas, verified Van Pollard’s employment 
at that S^ncy. 

<3n November 19, 1964, W. M* Young, Tarrant County 
Sheriff's Office, Identification Division, advised he had no 
record identifiable with William H. Seale. In reference to 
Richard W. Dawson, a Richard Never Walter Dawson was received in 
1941 on a burglary charge and thereafter received a two year 
suspended sentence. Dawson's address at that time was 2912 West 
Lancaster. Notations in the file indicated Dawson had been 
handled several times as a juvenile, Tarrant County Sheriff’s 
Office #10705, Fort Worth Police Department #13945, FBI No. 3950242. 

On November 19, 1964, Operator 4, Fort Worth Retail 
Merchants Credit Bureau, 508 Commerce, advised they had no 
record regarding Richard W. Dawson. 

On November 19, 1964, F. M„ Alexander, Identification 
Division, Fort Worth Police Department, advised he had no record 
re William H. Seale and made available the following information 
concerning Richard W.. Dawson: White male American, born July 14, 

1926, Leavenworth, Kansas, handled as a juvenile for burglary 
on November 14, 1941, at which time he received a two year suspended 
sentence. It is noted Dawson was 15 at the time. Dawson picked 
up as subject of several investigations between 1941 and 1946, 
but no charges filed. Last notation in record was 1951, chauffeur's 
application. Address listed at that time as 2820 Northwest 29th, 
Fort Worth. 

Current Fort Worth phone directory reflects Richard W. 
Dawson, Highway 121, telephone BU 1-1740. Current City Directory 
reflects no information re Richard W. Dawson.

On 12/1/64 Detective H. M. HART advised the writer that JERALD 
WALRAVEN had been identified by a source of his as the individual who 
drove GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, self-styled Commander of the ANP, from the 
Marriott Motor Hotel in Dallas toward Love Field following his press 
conference on the afternoon of H/ 22/64 in a 1954 Ford.

A source has advised on August 2, 1963 * that the 
American Nazi Party, Los Angeles, California (ANPLA), which 
branch has also been 'known as the American Nazi Party, Western 
Division (ANPWD), came into existence as follows : 

In October, i960, LEONARD HOLSTEIN was made a member 
of the American Nazi Party (AN?) by the national headquarters 
of that group as a result of his leading a picket line pro- 
testing the marriage of a Negro to a Caucasian. At that time 
HOLSTEIN told the Los Angeles Police Department he was in 
complete accord with the thinking of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
National ANP leader. He said he, HOLSTEIN, is trying to wake 
up the people to what is going on.; that the Jewish-owned press 
and radio would not let the people know the truth. 

On March 7, 1962, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL advised 
a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that 
HOLSTEIN was one of his leaders in Los Angeles. 

At a press conference on May 2, 1963, in Los Angeles, 
California, RALPH PERRY FORBES stated he is a lieutenant in the 
ANP and the ninth-ranking officer of the organisation. He stated 
he arrived in Los Angeles May 1, 1963, to take charge of the 
party's headquarters in the L 03 Angeles area, which has control 
over party activities in the Southwestern United States. 

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL arrived in Los Angeles on 
May 6, 1963 , and was photographed by the local press with 
RALPH PERRY FORBES. ROCKWELL was quoted by the press as saying 
he came to Los Angeles because of the arrest of five members of 
the ANP as a result of an altercation at the Shrine Auditorium 
on April 28, 1963, where a Salute to Israel rally was being 
held. He was also quoted as stating local headquarters were to 
be established in California.

On Janu ar y 5, 1965, Penn Jones, Publisher , "Midlothian" 
Mirror", Midlothian, Texas, advised Delbert Ray resides at 
Route 3, Midlothian, on a farm known as "White Gate Farm", which 
Ray is buying on time. Ray is about forty years of age, married 
and has two daughters. He is employed in Dallas, but his 
employer is unknown. 

In the past, Ray was very active in the John Birch 
Society which held meetings at Midland in 1961 and 1962. He 
was then a close associate of Edgar Wesley Seay , another John 
Birch Society member, who was employed by General Edwin Walker . 
Jones stated that at 2:34 a.m., on April 30, 1962, a fire alarm 
was sounded on an incendiary fire in the office of the 
"Midlothian Mirror". This fire was caused by a gallon can of 
gasoline or some other volatile fluid , with a paper fuse, which 
had been thrown through the front door* Although no arrests were 
made, police felt certain that Seay either set the fire or 
caused it to be set. 


On January 14, 1965, DL T-l advised there had been 
no recent meetings of the "Minutemen" group in the Fort Worth 
area. An individual known as Ray, the proprietor of a ranch 
in the Venus-Midlothian , Texas, area, has been responsible for 
distribution of "On Target" , the national "Minutemen" 
publication to various members of the Fort Worth group.

For information of the Houston Office, subject 
was a former Major General in the United States Army 
and has received considerable publicity in the past for 
his anti-integistion activities throughout the South. 

He has been the subject of recent rumors to the effect 
that he is going to lead members of the Ku Klux Klan 
and others of similar sympathies in some sort of 
insurrectionary activity. Members of various anti-integration 
and anti-communist organizations have claimed acquaintance 
with WALKER and bin sympathy with his aims. He is a 
resident of Dallas and of continuing interest to the 
Dallas Office. 


For further information Dallas is also 
investigating "Minute Men" which appears to have a 
group in Fort Worth. An informant has stated that members 
of this group visited in early October, 1964, a farm 
which reportedly be longs to WALKER and which informant 
claimed to be in the vicinity of Venus or Midlothian, 

Texas (near Fort Worth) . Informant stated a great many 
fire arms were stored at this farm, and that the;caretaker 
of the farm is one RAY (LNU) who was reportedly described 
as having been implicated about one and one-half to two 
years ago in the burning of a newspaper at Midlothian 
and apparently was the subject of prosecutive action because 
of this.

At approximately 10:55 p.m. , January 26, 1965, 

Lt. CHARLES MEYERS, Intelligence Unit, St. Petersburg, Florida, 
advised a Special Agent of the FBI that Major General 
EDWIN A. WALKER made a speech at the Meadowlawn Baptist 
Church, 6153 9th Street North, St. Petersburg, on the night 
of January 26th. He was unable to furnish any details 
except that he understood General WALKER had come to St. 
Petersburg from Miami, Florida. 

On January 27, 1965, Lt. MEYERS advised that on 
January 26 the City Manager of St. Petersburg had inquired 
of the Chief of Police if the police department was aware 
that General WALKER was to speak in St. Petersburg on the 
night of January 26th. This was the first information the 
police department had that General WALKER was to be in the 
city. 

Lt. MEYERS stated that men from his department 
checked the meeting and that there was a large crowd present 
for the speech around 8:30 p.m. and that General WALKER 
was in evidence. These officers determined from checking 
with those in attendance that the only publicity about General 
WALKER’S appearance was disseminated by word of mouth and 
that there was no advance printed publicity. 

The "St. Petersburg Times," St. Petersburg, Fla., 
January 27, 1965, reported that General WALKER spoke to a 
group of about 200 persons at the Meadowlawn Baptist 
Church, 6153 9th Street North, St. Petersburg, the night of 
January 26. The article stated that General WALKER 
"strongly criticized the JOHNSON Administration, military 
leaders, the press, the United Nations and the nation's 
political parties."

On January 22, 1965, a confidential source 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that Jerald Thomas Walraven had been recently heard to 
state he was a member of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 

(see appendix), that his interest in this group. is not 
monetary but prompted by his desire. to protect his family 
■from "domination by jews, and - niggers ." 

This source advised on January 24, 1965, he 
had learned that on the afternoon of that date a meeting' 
of the ANP was held at Walraven 0 s apartment, apartment 
25, 125 East 8th Street, Dallas. Only four or five persons 
.were present and source was able to identify John Lee 
Carpenter, Alvis Neil Grey, and Jerald Thomas Walraven. 
as being among those present. Walraven said he was against 
violence, and did not want anyone too explosive or impulsive 
to be in the group. He said there were about three other 
groups of the ANP in the Dallas area. He said members 
range in age from 20 to 60 years, and that membership dues 
are $5 a month. 

The meeting lasted about one hour, after which 
those present left to distribute small red stickers of the 
ANP reading "Communism is Jewish."

State of Virginia, . but this request was turned down 
by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action 
was -.taken* pursuant to an act '"of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
' v/hich prohibits use of "Nazi” or "National Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out 
that Rockwell's party is presently chartered in the State 
of' Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the 
ANP - WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at 
his residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler.

checked November IS., 1963. He lives at 7223 Lake June Road, 
Dallas. He formerly lived at 1500 South Henderson, Dallas, 
and at Cooper, Texas, in 1952. In 1952 he was 27 years of 
age, and had been self-employed in farming for four years. 

He is employed by the Texas National Guard. He was, pre- 
viously employed by the Ford Motor Company in Dallas. 

His credit record is satisfactory except for a 
debt owed an automobile dealer in 1959, $1100, which is 
still owing. 

Records of the Dallas Police Department, as caused 
to be checked on February 8, 1965, contained no information 
identifiable with Delbert Ray. 

Records of the Merchants Retail Credit Association, 
Dallas, as caused to be checked February 5, 1965, revealed a 
record for Delbert Ray, last checked in 1960. His residence 
was Route 3, Box 182, Midlothian, Texas. His wife was Mary 
June. Ray was employed by Fred Bell Enterprises. In 1957 
he was employed by the Donahue Corporation in Dallas. His 
address at one time (exact time not shown) was Cedar Hill, 
Texas, in care of General Delivery. He had been in credit 
bureau files since 1949. . His wife was not employed, and 
his credit records was satisfactory. 

On February 16, 1965, Dallas T-l advised 
activities have been, noted in the local Fort Worth group of 
alleged "Mimutemen'* and there appears to be no. indication at 
present for current plans for any immediate activity.

"Ray" advised 
that it would be wiser to wait until the General requests 
to see him or until he had been in the organization a longer 
period of time. 

Dallas T-l further stated that William Seals of 
Houston, Texas', formerly of Fort Worth, has not been recently 
in contact with the group in Fort Worth. 

Dallas T-l advised he had no Information that the 
group had yet established a local storehouse or arsenal for 
weapons and that the membership and leaders in the local 
group have remained unchanged.

In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described hi® organization! on a nationwide basis as the 
’’Nation of- Islam,” (HOI) ‘and ’’Muhammad’s Temples of Islam.” 


On May 8, 1964, a second source advised Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad ’ s Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid— 1960, 
Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad's 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or -Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad’s Temples 
of Islam;," ' 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following Muhammad's teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the 
white race, .referred to as "white devils," in the United States; 
and 1 ' that- the' white race, because of its. exploitation of the 
so-called "Negroes , ,:must and will be destroyed in the approach- 
ing "War of Armageddon." - 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad , -have -ref used to register- under- .--the provisions 
of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that members 
owe no allegiance to the United States., 

' On : May. 5, 1958, the first .source advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, .tempered his personal- 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the , 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prose cut ion;>by the United States Government; however, he did . 
not ; indicate any,, fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

Virginia. 


The April 4, 1963, issue of "’The Richmond News 
Leader,’* a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
•that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, 
again applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered 
in the State of Virginia, but this request was turned down 
by the, Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action 
was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits use of ’’Nazi” or ’’National Socialism” in 
a' Virginia charter. This article further pointed out 
that Rockwell’s party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the 
ANP — -WUFENS was organized by George. Lincoln Rockwell at 
his residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 2®, 1959, 
ap an international ’’National Socialist” movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added 
that Rockwell Is the dominant force and personality in 
this party;- that he. Is espousing a ’’line” of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes; and that he i's seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to, 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party In the 
United States and in foreign countries.

On April 21, 1965, at Houston, Texas, William Lewis 
Seale furnished the following information: 

Seale is employed by Montgomery Ward Company, Palm 
Center, 1510 Griggs Road, Houston, Texas. He is assigned to 
the Auto Service Repair Department and has been employed by 
that company at Houston since February 18, 1965. Prior to 
moving to Houston in November, 1964, Seale had been in the 
employ of Montgomery Ward Company, at Fort Worth, Texas. As of 
April 1, 1965, Seale has been residing at Houston at 5278 
Perry Street, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Cevero Garcia. 
Cevero Garcia and Seale both came originally from Port Arthur, 
Texas, and have known each other for many years. Garcia is 
employed by the City of Houston .

In approximately February or March, 1964, when he 
was residing in Fort Worth, Texas, Seale and a friend named 
Arthur Pollard made the acquaintance of a man in a lounge at 
Fort Worth. This person, who Seale recalls only by the name 
of Ray, claimed to be a member of the John Birch Society and 
also claimed that he was a friend of General Walker, U. S. 

Army, retired. The man named Ray stated he owned a farm near

Walker and that the movement maintained stores of ammunition. 
Seale was unable to recall any. information which would 

elaborate upon the location or amount of the ammunition nor 
could he recall if Ray had stated any additional information 
in this regard. Seale stated that he felt that Ray probably 
was attempting to recruit Seale and Pollard into the under~ 
ground movement associated with General Walker . Seale stated 
Ray stated the need for the underground movement was based on 
the feeling of members of the group that the communists in the 
United States Government would take over the operation and 
direction of the Government and that the Army, under its present 
leadership, which is pro>= communist , would throw down its arms- 
and surrender to the communists.

Seale was' in the United States Air Force from 1956 
to 1960 .

On 4/27/85, JIMMY BBSDEN, iso a© address 4116 Beeline, 
Baltom City, Texas, advised that he is currently employed by 
the Mid -Coat inent Oil Supply Company, and further furnished 
the following information in regard to the subject: 


He knows GEQHGE HALE through association in a 
local Masonic Lodge. HALE recently invited Mm to his 
home and berated Negroes and Jews, who were combined "the 
plague of the world". HALE also displayed to him a map 
prepared by T7JECSKME JACHMMT, P. O. Box 16188, Greenville, 
South Carolina. (This map included in 1A section.) HALE 
did not claim any organisational attachments but referred 
vaguely to "storehouses" for emergency purposes. 


0a contact with HALE on 4/25/65, HALE advised 
BWEBKH that these storehouses were caves In Oklahoma where 
he had located food supplies which would be utilised when 
chaos enveloped this country. HALE referred numerous times 
to the Bible and in general spoke in terms of religious 
fervor, and never specifically mentioned any organisation 
or organisational attachments. HALE’S primary object was 
to alert BURDEN apparently to the fact that the end of the 
world was coming. 

BUPJDER noted at his last visit at HALE * s home 
that HALE maintains a list of phone numbers, and he 
specifically noted that one of the numbers was that of 
retired General EDWIN A. WALEE1 at Dallas.

(Peter Smith Hospital Blood Bank), advised he had tape 
recordings of recent conversations between himself and 
GJSOR&B KALE and between himself and JAMES MUBGROVE. 
aASSTIH advised BABB is currently working a late shift 
at the JS&ma sc© Corporation as a tool and die maker. 

M8SGR©?B lives on H. W. 26th and has phone number MA 5-0012. 

BALE*© recorded conversations showed interest 
in activities of the AKP ad reflected receipt of an 
invitation from an unknown individual to attend a meeting 
of the AKP in Dallas on 5/8/65. HALE also stated that a 
Baptist preacher, BAH (USB), pastor of the Boaale Bra© 
Baptist Church, Fort Worth, was a "staunch conservative” 
and might he inclined to meet with them. 

HUBGBOFB’s conversation evinced an interest in 
attending the MP meeting in Balias on 5/8/65, to which he 
had also received an invitation. However, MUSGH0VE advised 
UMiSlU on 5/8/65, that he was unable to attend the ANP 
taeetixg, but he understood that HALE had attended sx&aade 
a tap© recording of the proceedings. MUSGS0VE stated that 
an individual, BOB HQLBERG (phonetic), employed at Bell 
Helicopter and currently attending a freedom class of 
KEHRRTH RYKEll, might also he interested In meeting with 
them in the future. 

- HARXXB stated that neither HALE nor MfJSGKGVE 
ha© apparently any current organisational attachments, 
but are interested in anti-Semitic, anti-Hegro, conservative 
pro-American type activities and are soliciting information 
from various groups. MA8TXB advised that JACK ST0C3STQH 
apparently remains in Houston and he has learned nothing 
of his current activity or current attempts, if any, to 
organise a group in that area* 


HAKfXN stated that MCfSGEOFE is probably © local 
bookkeeper and wears thick glosses and complains of eye 
trouble.

MAJOR GENERAL EDWIN A. WALKER 


Reference is made to a memorandum captioned as 
above, dated May 14, 1965 at Tampa, Florida. 

The "St. Petersburg Times", St. Petersburg, Florida, 
May 17, 1965 issued, reported that on May 16, 1965, an audience 
of about 400 persons heard former Major General EDWIN A. WALKER 
speak in St. Petersburg, and attack the American government, 
criticize Presidents TRUMAN, EISENHOWER, KENNEDY and JOHNSON, 
the United Nations, U. S. foreign and domestic policies and 
the nation* s press. 

The "Times" reported that WALKER was sponsored in 
St. Petersburg by the "2aJ^£otis^ 

Flor ida" and that the meeting was presided over by Miss VORA 
MAUDE SMITH. Mrs. FLORENCE DEAN POST, according to the 
article, introduced WALKip&.

The "Clearwatfr Sun", Clearwater, Florida, May 17, 
1965 issue, reported that on the night of May 16, 1965, 
former Major General EDWIN A. WALKER spoke in Clearwater 
to approximately 300 persons. The "Sun" reported that WALKER 
was introduced by Dr. FRANCIS C. HOARE and that the Rev. 

ROMAN S. GROMALA, pastor of St. Jerome Catholic Church, gave 
the invocation. 


The "Sun" reported that WALKER said the Nation’s 
greatest danger Comes from the "liberal left within" and 
attacked current and past presidents, elements of the press, 
clergy and law, the United Nations, integration leaders and 
others on the national scene. WALKER spoke at the Memorial 
Civic Center under auspices of the local Committee for Con- 
stitutional Government. . . / S'

Informant advised that at about 5:00 PM, Sunday, 4/25/65, 

J. B. DENNIS, 2653 South Cockrell Hill Road, Dallas, made a telephone 
call to JERALD WALRAVEN, 125 West 8th Street, Dallas. DENNIS told 
WALRAVEN he was unable to attend the meeting (of the American Nazi 
Party (ANP)) that day because he had previous plans to attend a 
Camp Fire Girls’ picnic with his children. DENNIS also told him 
he had misplaced his membership application form (for ANP). He 
told WALRAVEN that after it had been notarized, he obtained the 
necessary photographs of himself and had laid the application up 
at his home to be mailed; that when he started to get it to mail 
it, he could not find it. WALRAVEN told DENNIS that was no problem;

that he should just write a letter to ANP headquarters in Virginia 
and ask for a duplicate application; that he could get another 
fixed up and mail it in later. 

DENNIS indicated he would write to ANP headquarters for 
the duplicate application. 

Informant further stated that J< B. DENNIS, Dallas, on 
4/28/65, prepared a letter to ANP headquarters, Arlington, Virginia, 
asking for duplicate membership application explaining that he had 
misplaced the one he previously had prepared. DENNIS mailed that 
letter t° ANP headquarters on 4/29/65, 

Informant stated that JERALD WALRAVEN at about 6; 45 PM, 
Monday, April 26, 1965, telephoned the residence of J» B, DENNIS, 
Dallas, and left word with Mrs. DENNIS for her husband to call 
WALRAVEN. When DENNIS arrived home that night, about 7:00 PM, he 
learned of that message, and shortly thereafter, telephoned WALRAVEN 
who told him that there would be a meeting that evening at 8:00 PM 
at the home of ROBERT and MARY SURREY, Dallas; that Colonel WELCH, 
who is next in command under Colonel ROCKWELL (of American Nazi 
Party, Arlington, Virginia) was in Dallas and would be at the SURREY 
residence that night. WALRAVEN urged DENNIS to attend if possible. 
DENNIS told him he would probably be late, but would try to be there. 

Informant advised a meeting of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
was held on the evening of 4/26/65, at the home of ROBERT and MARY 
SURREY, 3506 Lindenwood, Dallas, which began at about 8:00 PM, Ap- 
proximately 28 to 30 persons were present, which included Mr. and 
Mrs. SURREY, Colonel WELCH of ANP headquarters, Arlington, Virginia, 
VANCE , J. B , DENNIS, JIMMY , (who had been arrested in 

Dallas with LEE CARPENTER, Sunday 1 37H765 ) , JERALD WALRAVEN, a young 

fellow named MORRIS, AL GRAY, LEE CARPENTER, CHARLES (an 

employee of the telephone company in Dallas) , and a couple "(Spanish 
or Cuban persons, man being one-eyed, and almost blind in the other, 
whose wife appeared to be 32-35 years of age, and apparently very 
intelligent . ) 

Colonel WELCH made a talk outlining the progress of the 
ANP, stating what it is doing and why it must continue. He said 
the reason for the existence of ANP is to keep the American white 
race from being destroyed. WELCH had some praise for ADOLF HITLER, 
saying HITLER realized the predicament Germany and Europe was getting

into because of over-population of Jews that were running everything, 
and that HITLER foresaw survival of the people by ridding that 
country of Jews. WALRAVEN said the same thing needed to be done in 
the United States and that the same problem exists, and that the 
Jews are set out to destroy the American white race (by mixing whites 
with others.) He said this will be overcome in the United States, 
but it might not be in "our life time”. 

After WELCH finished talking to the group in the den at 
the residence, VANCE took over and talked for a few minutes. 

He told everyone about a three-day stopover , he ; had recently had 
at Arlington, Virginia, visiting ANP Headquarters, observing and 
being shown around. VANCE described what he saw at the barracks, 
told about the discipline and dedication of the men there. He 
mentioned that he, while there, had driven a Volkswagen bus and 
had let out some troopers at certain places and had picked up others. 
Exactly what activity he had participated in in that regard was not 
clear. Following VANCE's discussion to the 28 or 30 persons present 
in the den, coffee was served to the group. 

VANCE, thereafter, took some of those present to the front 
room of the residence and gave a discussion. VANCE there talked to 
JERALD WALRAVEN, MORRIS, J. B. DENNIS, the above-mentioned 

Spanish or Cuban couple, and two or three others, names unknown. 

VANCE , WALRAVEN, and MORRIS appeared to be the group 

leaders of ANP, Dallas. WELCH sat - in on that discussion by VANCE, 
WELCH then told those in that room about how to organize and how to 
get out and distribute propaganda. He said the object is to con- 
centrate on a small direct item in preparing propaganda; to make 
a brief and to-the-point statement as ’’Communism is Jewish". He 
said picket boards and pamphlets should.be brief and to the point 
and dramatic. He gave instructions on picketing, stating that 
pickets should space themselves at a nice distance away and to 
never retaliate unless life is at stake; not to hit back or strike 
back if attacked by someone, unless life is in danger. He said if 
a buddy is stacked, that the buddy should be allowed to fight his 
own battle unless it appears he is going to get killed, in which 
event, he should be given assistance. WELCH further said the head- 
quarters in Dallas would be opening in the very near future, but he 
did not state its location nor give arty dates. 

WELCH said he was overwhelmed and well pleased over the 
publicity the Dallas group had received in a few short months. He 
told those present, that in their dealings with police officers,

that they should be very nice to Police Departments and to 
cooperate in every respect; that in time, the police would prove 
to be their best friends. He pointed out that in Washington, D. C., 
his organization now finds the police unconsciously taking their 
side in some situations because they know the ANP is against the 
Beatnik Communist race mixers, etc. He said, however, to not get 
too friendly with policemen. 

LEE CARPENTER had in his possession, a letter from some- 
one, believed to be some judge, stating that CARPENTER’S case had 
been dismissed (case involved distribution of ANP literature). This 
letter indicated CARPENTER’S attorney in that mater was A. V. GRANT 
of Saint Jo, Texas. LEE CARPENTER and JERALD WALRAVEN both learned 
that J. B. DENNIS originally came from the Saint Jo, Texas, area 
and they engaged in some conversation.with DENNIS over the fact 
that DENNIS was acquainted with A. V. GRANT, Attorney. CARPENTER 
and WALRAVEN both mentioned to persons standing around them that 
GRANT is a member of ANP in Dallas. WALRAVEN ’s comments regarding 
GRANT were to the effect that "we know him quite well as one of us.*’ 

Informant further stated that A. V. GRANT of Saint Jo, 
Texas, an Attorney, was one of General EDWIN WALKER’S campaign 
workers during the time when EDWIN WALKER ran for Governor in 
Texas a few years ago. The name of EDWIN WALKER was not brought 
up at the ANP meeting at the SURREYS on 4/26/65.

Reference is made to memorandum captioned as above 
and dated May 28, 1965. 

The ’'Orlando Star," Orlando, Florida, dated 
May 14, 1965, reported that former Major General EDWIN A. 
WALKER was scheduled to make a speech at Orlando sponsored 
by the Florida Women for Constitutional Government. 

The "Orlando Sentinel," Orlando, Florida, dated 
May 16, 1965, on page 5-C contains an article which was 
reviewed on May 24, 1965. This article entitled "Walker 
Hits U. S. Policy In Talk Here" reported that General 
WALKER criticized everything from U. S. foreign policy 
to civil rights to "controlled news media. " This article 
pointed out that General WALKER spoke at Howard Junior 
High School on May 15, 1965, and was greeted by three 
standing ovations by the audience of 800. WALKER stated 
that MILTON EISENHOWER was an instrument of "sell-out of 
Cuba." The article also reported that WALKER "plugged* the 
American Mercury, a publication of which he is editor and 
publisher. In the article he is also reported as having 
"blasted" CARL T. ROWAN, Negro head of the U. S. Information 
Agency .

The following information was furnished on August 27, 
1965, by Dallas T-l: 

Dallas T-l advised that he recently had heard that 
there were two meetings of the above organization held at the 
home of Delbert Ray in Midlothian, Texas. Dallas T-l stated he 
had not personally attended the meetings and, therefore, did not 
know how many people were present or the dates the meetings were 
held. He said he had been told that Otto (Duke) Koling had 
attended both of the meetings. 

Dallas T-l related he heard that the discussion which 
developed at these meetings concerned the recent racial riots 
which occurred in Los Angeles, California, and the possibility 
that such riots might occur in the Dallas, Texas, area. Dallas 
T-l related that he did not know at present if any specific plans 
had been formulated concerning what steps might be taken by 
captioned organization should similar riots occur in the Dallas, 
Texas, area. 

Dallas T-l advised that other than the above meetings, 
he knew of no present plans of the group, but said he would remain 
alert for such information.

"WALKER - DALLAS”, then continues for approximately two or 
three minutes, concerning various political ramblings, which 
pertain to the possible impeachment of President NIXON, and. 
which do not make a lot of sense. RIEGLE stated he was just 
passing this on for general intelligence information, and 
that he was going to instruct DCASR employees to stop using 
Govt, telephones to listen to such ramblings. 

On instant date writer dialed this number (521-3332) 
and discovered it to be political ramblings as above, and 
above information was then relayed to MRS. C„ R. WHITE, 

U. S. Secret Service, who stated she would immediately 
relay it to SA GEORGE CHANEY, but she thought they had 
already heard about Gen. WALKER' s tape, and that USSS would 
handle any indicated investigation.
